Born in Austria in 1891. Prof.

Later he re- 
celvtd a degree of Ph.D. from the 
Jegellonlan ITniversity in Cracow, 
where he lectured In History for 
three years. In 1918 Prof. Haleck 
was appointed Professor of History 
at the University of Warsaw, at 
which pott he remained for 21 
years. For the last eight years of 
that .period he was also professor 
of International Relations at • the 
Warsaw School of Political Science. 
Oa two occasions he was also Dean 
of the Faculty of Arts at the Uni- 
versity of Warsaw. 1928 martted

McGill's University - Conference 
on "Canada and the Post-War 
World" has drawn attention from 
student groups in distant and near- 
by corners of the world. Invitations 
have been issued to some twenty 
uniyersltles in the United States 
and Canada, and the story of the 
Conference has' been published In 
Metropolitan newspapers and tele- 
graphed all along the chain of the 
Canadian University Pfess. 

Three cablegram have arrived 
from student organization in Lon- 
don, England, extending greetings 
and good wishes for the success ol 
the Conference, and expressing 
pride In the enterprise, of Canadian 
students in undertaking such a role 
in national affairs. 

The first, which arrived on Feb- 
ruary 23, came from the National 
Union of Students of England and 
Wales, a body which has previously 
been In cordial correspondence 
with the Students' Executive Coun- 
cil of this university. The second, 
on February 27, bore the signature 
of the World Youth Council, one 
of the largest student organiitatlons 
on the other side of the Atlantic, 
The third, a day later, was from 
the Teheran Crimea Univcrsliy 
Labour Federation.

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No Pipe Dreams 



The University Conference which is being 
held tomorrow and Sunday has long been plan- 
ned by the Student's Executive Council. Every 
year since the outbreak of the war the Council 
has proposed to hold just .such a conference. 
This year, with the end of the war ncnring in 
(he eyes of even the pcssimisl. tlie Council put 
its plans into action, and for the last two months 
student groups, organized under a central com- 
mittee, have dlEcussed the post-war plans for 
our natioa 

These groups have discussed in detail, and 
done research on, such problems as tho.=e facing 
education, the veterans, health, and labor. They 
have considered carefully the obstacles to be 
overcome in obtaining the long-dreamcd-of 
"better world" and have formulated plans and 
practical methods by which this world may be 
obtained, at least in Canada. The results of 
these discussions will be presented to the student 
body as a whole on Sunday. _ 

J3ut student opinion alone will not be pre- 
sented, for on Saturday and on Sunday morning 
speakers such as the Hon. C. D. Howe, Mr. E. 
J. Phclan, along with many prominent members 
of our city and our college, will present outside 
opinions on the many topics which students 
have had under discussion. 

Since the whole of post-war reconstruction 
cannot be adequately covered by a general 
meeting, the small groups that have been work- 
ing in the last month will hold indi\'idual ses 
sions to which students who have not previously 
attended the conferences may go. At these small 
group-meetings speakers will talk on the imme- 
diate subject with which that group is concern- 
ed, and students will be enabled to obtain some 
idea of exactly what the situation in Canada 
will be following the war. 

This Conference is not merely an opportun- 
ity for University students to air their pipe- 
dreams or grudges. It is a working plan by 
which the students of McGill will be able to of- 
fer advice to aid in solving the problems of the 
post-war world, and through which they may 
obtain some knowledge of just what shape that 
world is tending to take. To stand by with a 
shrug of the shoulders and say that your opinion 
will make no difference, or that you have no 
interest in what will happen, as long as you have 
your three meals a day, indicates not only indo 
lence but an escapist attitude which can only 
lead to future war and destruction.

Poland's position in the era following World 
War II is one which has been under more dis< 
cussion than that of any other European coun 
try with the possible exception of Germany. As 
a country which has been subjected to oppres- 
sion and dominance from its neighbors to east 
and west throughout its history, iis a country 
which has no clearly outlined borders and no 
.outlet to the sea save The Corridor, and as a 
country which has suffered the attacks of both 
the Allies and the enemy, Poland's post-war po- 
sition has become dubious, to say the least. 

Too little is known by the more virile na 
tions of Poland's struggle' to maintain her dc 
mocracy and independence. The heroic efforts 
of her pitifully small and ill-equipped armies at 
the outbreak of the German aggression on Pol- 
and revealed to the world conclusively that here 
was a nation strong in her demand for liberty, 
willing to sacrifice everything for that ideal, but 
blatantly urtprogressive in the modern world 
which surrounds her. Occupied witli her own 
inward attempts to develop her country and her 
people, Poland was sacrificed to the brutally 
strong industrialist to the west, and equally so 
to the overwhelming and sprawling power to the 
east. In a situation such as this, the demand 
for freedom made by the Poles with the support 
of the Allies, becomes precarious in the extreme. 

Yet the stories of the Polisii people defending 
their rights with cavalry aRainst tanks, tradi- 
tions against machines hespeaks an unrelent- 
ing attitude on the part of these people towards 
the maintenance of their ideal. What is this 



THE MAQUIS 
Visit McGill

Looking strikingly smart in the unlfom ot de 
Gaulle, the three young French Underground mem- 
bers who visited McGill yesterday afternoon have 
come to Canada to tcU their story and that of the 
famous resistance force, the Maquis. 

Nelly Bayot, 33. the attractive young v>em*n In 
the party, found herself deeply engaged In rciiitmce 
activities as early at November, 1940, when she was 
arrested at a student demonstration at Nantu- ^e- 
leaied by the French police, she became a liaison 
agent, and later secretary to the regional ciilcf of 
L'Armce Secrete". Escaping from' the Gestapo, she 
was to further carry on her work as private secre- 
tary to the French Forces of the Interior. She was a 
student ot law before the war. 

A student at the University of Paris, handsome 
22-ycar-old Denis Roussel played a very great role 
in circulating the publications of the underground 
press among students and in . recruiting rclnforce- 
mentt for the French Forces of the Interior. He por- 
tlc'ipated In several student demonstrations, and dur- 
ing the insurrection in Paris which preceded the en- 
try of the American forces, he aided in the selwf* ot 
university centres occupied by the enemy. He was 
in a group of students who stole the lists of students 
who were marked to be sent for slave labor into Ger- 
many. 

Third in the group is the 35.year-old LlcuL Ed- 
ouard Régnier who was made a German pri«oner 
when taken with some other French officers in Aug- 
ust of 1040. Eight days later he had escaped, dis- 
guised as a civilian; and five days after hii escape 
was to begin his underground life when he beard 
that 20 English soldiers were hiding in a nearby 
swamp. With the .-tid ot an English citizen of Paris, 
he was able to help them escape to unoccupied ter- 
ritory. 

His organization was discovered and a month af- 
terwards he, himself was arrested. Tried by a Nazi 
tribunal' and condemned to death, he was able to 
escape while being transferred from one jail to an- 
other, and returned to his resistance work. Several 
secret missions to various sections of France follow- 
ed, and Régniez was to serve in sabotage work 
against the German forces of occupation. 

At the time of the liberation of this country, 
Lieut Begniez led a group' ot Frenchmen against 
German soldiers at the Ecole Militaire. 

The fourth member of the group is Pere Milvillc, 
born of French-Canadian parents and a member of 
the Oblate Order, who was attached to the seminary 
at Brosse Montceaux when France was over-run and 
who decided to remain to share the dangers and 
hardships of the French Resistance members. His 
seminary proved to be one of the most active centres 
in the French underground. When it was discovered 
by a Nazi spy at one point, 86 of its members were 
shot and 80 were deported. (Fere Milville was un- 
fortunately Indisposed when, the remainder of the 
group visited the McGill campus yesterday.) 

The party which arrived in Canada only this week 
are the guests of the Federal Government. They 
will visit the larger cities of Canada as far vitil as 
Winnipeg during their stay. Yesterday afternoon, 
following their informal visit to McGllI, they went 
to the newly-opened International Service of the 
CBC to broadcast to France. • 

At McGill, they wore sliown the McGiU Union, 
the Arts Building and the Library, and were welcom- 
ed by Dr. W. H. Hatcher. Assistant Ocan,. Professor 
J. L. Darbelnet, and Or. G. R. Lomer.

Do you know who Joe is? No, I suppote it you 
don't know the backstage ot Moyse Hall and the dra 
matic group ot the English department very well, 
you won't know much more about him at all.

He used to be a 
legend ... but then, ot course, you don't know who 
Joe is. 

It all started last November when the English De- 
partment's production of Everymen began to get un- 
derway. On stage the hammers started banging and 
down in the costume room a group of girls and one 
man (yes, one man volunteered to sew), struggled 
desperately with the obstinate and unruly sack 
cloth that was to be made into the costumes. TO get 
these made in time for the performance, each actor, 
apart from the men (the one who volunteered, faded 
away very Inconspicuously after having sewn around 
two necks and three arm holes in three hours and 
pricking himself at least eleven times per hour) was 
assigned her own costume. Those not taking acting 
parts were to make the men's costumes and those of 
the "extras". One ot these "extras" was Jo< and it 
wasn't soon, before the words "where's Joe?" became 
a well-worn query because somehow Joe never 
showed up to have his measurements taken. It was 
rather unfortunate that no one knew Joe for after 
all, you can't make a costume for someone you've 
never seen. Oh, excuse me, one person had seen 
Joe . . . the director of the play. "Well, let me aee. 
He's about this high and about this wide ... I think" 
and accompanying vague gestures of the hands was 
all the description given. And so a costume was 
made for Joe . . . about this high and just about this 
wide, or perhaps it wasn't quite this wide, but then 
it didn't matter because Joe never showed up. Fin- 
ally the poor bewildered director was gazed at with 
awe and whispers such as "Do you really think she 
ever saw Joe?" were heard more than once. And so 
Joe became a legend.

The Story of John Goss, Eiipsli Baritone

"John Goss is a born artist with 
intuitions and taste which must 
be inherent since they never 
could be merely acquired, and he 
hnt cultivated his gift until a 
song recital by him is an affair 
of unflagging interest and profit 
for the listener," writes Clin 
Downes ot The New York Times. 

Born in London, this .popular 
English baritone attended Wood- 
house Settlement School and then 
won a scholarship lo Ruskin Col- 
lege, Oxford. . His chosen profes- 
sion was civil engineering, but 
the lure ot music proved stronger 
than that of meclianics and he 
turned to singing as his profes- 
sion. The wisdom of his choice 
was Justified by the Instantaneous 
success of his iirst performance. 
Goss's first cngnRcmcnt was with 
a louring concert party when, by 
chance, Victor Blcgcl heard the 
youns singer and was enough im- 
pressed with his voice to offer 
lo train him. Following this, Goss 
trained under Bcinhold Von War- 
llch. 

John Goss, as a concert per- 
former, is unusual in the fact that 
he never attempted to znalte a 
career of oratorio or opera but 

has always remained a singer ot 
songs. His concerts invariably 
contain music, out of the com- 
mon run. * He has made an ex- 
haustix'c study of lyric music and 
commands a repertoire of some 
1200 songi Jrom which he builds 
interesting and vivid progriims. 
Among his repertoire may be 
found old English folk songs, 
niodern English, French, Italian 
and Russian songs, German lie- 
dor, carols, sea shanties and in ad- 
dition major works with orches- 
tra. 

His voice may be described as 

wonderfully skilled, nsiturally 
flexible and expressive, contain- 
ing a sympathetic quality and 
great powers of sensitive inter- 
pretation. It lends Itself to atmos- 
phere, mood and style revealing 
Impressive musicianship which 
strikes }ml the right note with its 
unaffected dignity and artistic 
restraint. He sings with sincerity 
snd feeling, and the effortless

make him' one of the most out- 
standing artists in his field. The 
friend of Dclius, Wnrlock and 
Van Durin, he is .in acknowledged 
interpreter of their works, and 
the refinement and purity of his 
diction carry most of his inter- 
pretations beyond the point of 
criticism. 

John Goss is known throughout 
the English-speaking world not 
only as an exquisite singer, but 
as a great scholar and collector 
particularly in the field of Eng- 
lish song literature, from the 
lutcnists to contemporary com- 
posers. He edited tlie musical se- 
lection of the "Week End Book" 
which in 1024 commended the 
sophistication of Bloomsbury to 
a much wider circle, and followed 
it three years later with a pop- 
ular community singing book. 
"Anthology of Song" is an epitome 
of his own concert repertory and 
"Bidlads of Britain" is another 
antholosy. In the fields of folk- 
poetry and folk-song. He has also 
to his credit a novel — "Cock- 
roaches and Diamonds" — pub- 
lished in 1037. 

Within a few years after his 
debut, Mr, Goss was known 
throughout the British Isles as a 
singer of great distinction and 
concert tour of France and Ger- 
many increased his reputation. 
Since 1930i John Goss has been a 
familiar .nnd popular figure on 
the concert platforms of Canada 
and the United States appearing 
with leading orchestras, choral 
societies, musical clubs and uni- 
versities. 

John Goss Is to appear In a con- 
cert at R V.C. on March 8th and 
will be accompanied by Bernard 
Naylor, the well known Canadian 
conductor, pianist and composer. 
This is the last concert which the 
Women's Union will present this 
year and all students are urged 
to attend, for it promises to be 
exceptionally interesting and en- 
tertaining.

CIC Addressed 
By Dr. Panel 
Wednesday 

Sodd/sWork 
Is Topic 
of Address 



Dr. 7. A. Paneth addressed the 
ttudent branch ol the C.l.C. re- 
cently. The speaker was itroduced 
by Mr. R. Butler, President ol the 
foclcty. Dr. Paneth, who spoke on 
"Research on the Chemical Behav- 
ior of Radio Elements since the 
■work 01 Soddy" stated that he was 
very glad to speak to students o( 
this university especially since' he 
heard a great deal about McGUl 
from Soddy himself. Soddy, it was 
jMlntcd out, was associated with 
McGill wncrc he met Ruthcrforo. 
with whom he worked lor a while. 

Dr. Paneth stated that the w«rk 
done by Soddy was of immense im- 
portance in the field of radio active 
•lements and any . adyancèi made 
since his" time are dwarfed In com- 
parison. The study of the chemical 
behavior of these elements were 
studied with extremely dilute solu- 
tions, and for this reason alone re- 
search on this subject is extremely 
interesting. The speaker then told 
of the experimental data obtained 
on the absorption and precipitation 
of thorium, radium, and polonium 
in various solutions. He then point- 
ed out some of the discoveries of 
such men as Hahn, Kurbator, God- 
lenskl, Harrington pnd Fleck. Dr. 
Paneth then concluded with the 
statement that the radiation effects 
of radio elements will provide in- 
teresting work for future genera- 
' tloni. The speaker was thanked by 
James Raymond.

For' this sum- 
mers' meeting of the C.I.A.U, 1 
would press our representatives to 
consider seriously the return of 
inter-collegiate sports 'for the com- 
ing year if the war continues its 
present trend. 

The president assumes the chair 
of the Students' Executive Council. 
This is perhaps the most continuous 
duty of the president. The Council 
rapid service at lunch. The addition

Einstein^s Theory of Relativity 
Explained to Science Club

Yesterday afternoon in the 
R.V.C. Common Room, Dr. Gill- 
son, Professor of Mathematics, 
addressed the Science Club on 
the subject ot Einstein's Theory 
of Relativity. 

Çr. Gillson (raced (he devel- 
opment of : this theory^ includ- 
ing the contributions of Coper- 
nicus and Newton.Thc discov- 
*ery that Ihe velocity of light is 
the same for all observers serv- 
ed to sdmulale a great deal of 
research, and many explana- 
(ions were aitemptcd. It was 
upon this problem that Ein- 
stein built his theory of Re- 
stricted Relativity. Later heat- 
tempted (o extend this (o cover 
space and gravity, and was

able (0 do this through the use 
of non-Euclidian geometriei. 

Einstein concluded that space 
and time are dependent on the- 
observer, and the units would 
change if our velocity ap- 
proached that of light. This has 
actually been shown to be the 
case in experiments with bet- 
rays and electrons. He also con- 
cluded that gravitating matter 
in space destroys the Euclid 
geometry around i(, and this 
was substandatcd in 1919, when 
it was proved that light rays In 
space are bent by the sun. Dr. 
Giltson's discussion was ex- 
tremely clear, -and we are 
tempted (o say, "Elemenlary, 
my dear Watson." ,

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posters, but also by each member 
telling others about the t^nion and 
its funcUons. 

As university students, we have a 
unique opportunity not only of 
acquiring academic knowledge, but 
of sharing interests, both cultural 
and social, which are common to 
all of us. McGill Is not intended to 
be a technical instUute, but a cen- 
tre of learning in its broadest and 
best sense. 

The Women's Union provides our 
greatest opportunity for realizing 
this, and so we must consistently 
work towards enlarging and unify- 
ing it. Our policy should be to 
make students more aware of the 
Union and of their responsibility 
towards an organization which they 
automatically support financially. 

With this end in view, we might, 
for example, form a council to as- 
sist new students at the beginning 
of the year. This council should be 
composed of students in different 
faculties and with varied interests, 
to be an informal source of infor- 
mation concerning university af- 
fairs and campus activities. The dif- 
ficulties of getting organized on 
first coming to a university are well 
recognized, but this is one way in 
which we might lessen the con- 
fusion. A council of this sort would 
be of particular help to girls whose 
homes are not in Montreal. 

As to integrating the Union, great 
progress has been made this year, 
Scotty Watson is doing an excellent 
Job in co-ordinating (he various 
clubs and actlvKies. and unKing 
them in the wider sphere of the 
Union as "a whole. It still remains 
to increase this co-operation. One 
way of doing this might be to have 
fraternities officially represented at 
Women's Union meetings. Fraterni- 
ties play an important part in earn' 
pus life, which is all (he more rea- 
son why they should be kept in 
close contact with (he Women's 
Union. 

By uniUng the women students In 
this way, we can then more clearly 
look beyond the Union Itself, and 
beyond McGill to the community. 
The war service program helped In 
this way, and the formallon of Ihe 
Handicrafts group is a particularly 
important beginning along these 
lines. Handicraft, training' has a 
direct bearing on the immediate 
problem of disabled ex-service men. 
and here is_ a concrete opportunity 
of helping in a field which- is not 
exclusively confined to (he uni- 
versity. ' 

We must enlarge and unify the 
Women's Union, and thence, through 
it, learn to serve the communUy. 
This is (he policy which I advoca(e 
as (he responsibility and privilege 
of (he President for the coming 
year,

Toronto, March 1.— (Cup)— 
"We sliall never know the psy- 
chological aspccts-of the restric- 
tions placed on tlie Japanese,'.' 
stated Dr. Forrest Laviolette, of 
McGill University in Toronto 
this week. In his address on 
"Tlie Social ancLPsychological 
Problems of Évacmîied Japan* 
CSC,;" he told of the hostile re- 
action of the Japanese to the 
restrictions placed upon them 
They were forced to sell their 
boats at prices much below their 
value. Their life work' was ruin- 
ed, and unemployment ine 
vitably increased. 

Dr. Laviolette'aald that the child- 
dren are a great problem. They are 
taught in schools headed by Eng- 
lish-speaking Japanese, their educa 
lion is based on the Japanese way 
of thinking, and the parents insist 
that they be taught the Japanese 
language. As a'result of all this, the 
children have become shy and react 
strongly to the dominance of' their 
parents. 

The speaker said that gradual 
feelings of persecution are now 
quite evident, mostly because ot 
the uncertainly of (he Japanese 
social status, and (heir mistrust In 
(he Caucasians.
